The Present Situation. 


nit London. December 30. 
“Tp an artiolo in the Board of Trade Journal on, proapecta of 
British trade in China, Mr. H. H. Pox, who is about to return 
to Sherghai after cslx = months in Britain, and who 
recently completed a tour of the principal commercial and industri- 
alcentres of Britain and Ireland, says he found an unexpected 
-degree of interest being taken by British manufacturers in 
‘China. and there is far more business doing therewith 
than he had gealised. He suggests that in view 
of the present development of China's foreign trade and inereasins 
compatition by America, Japan and other countries in the Far East, 
British manofacturers should take steps to get into closer touch 
with the Chinese. markets. He hopes that the practice 
of sending travellers to Chin8 will - be continued. 
but he opines that the best channe! for selling British good 
in China is srough the 4ritish merchant firms who 
have their own hovses in Lendon of Manchester 
and branches st least in Shanghai, Hongkong ant 
preferably Tientsin, and Hankow also. He was much impressed 
with the unanimity with which firms in ritain 
testified to the commercial honesty of the Chinese and the satiafact- 
tiness of bosiness done with China. He believes 
Gis praise fully is deserved as far as the ‘older generation of 
hinese =merchants in the. Treaty Ports ‘is concerned 
snd hopes the younger generation will realise the importance of 
maintaining this high reputatian. But credit is 
largely duo to the British merchant houses in China. Mr. Fox 
does not’ recommend dealing direct with nativa firms in 
China at present, owing to practical disadvantages. 
Mr. Pox emphasises that in the case of China immediate 
‘ yesclta must not be expected, and manufacturers must 
be. prepared to pay for their’. footing, but China’s foreign 
trade is steadily growing and an extraordinary expansion 
is possible within the next few years, given internal order and 
an extension of the railway system: He therefore strongly urges 
the British manufacturer's attention ta China. Cheapness has 
"hitherto be@n the determining factorin the sale of foreign gonads 
in China, Undoubtedly British trade has been greatly handicapp- 
ed by the comparatively high prices of British goods, but 
it is certain thatas the industrialdevelopment ot China proceads and 
. the export trade increasee, the Chinese will want better-class goods, 
thus benefiting British trade. He is certain that. siven equal oppor- 
tunity in China aud a steady ouput at home, the British need not 

fear foreign[compatition. .

Experts in England, France and 
America are trying to find the 
correct type of herse forthe army 
and efforts are being made to teat 
the endarance and efficiency af 
different breeds.” 

Thoero have already been three 
teats in America and another will 
take place shortly. The competi- 
tors have to cover 60 miles in 10 
hours eack day for five days, “Al- 
lowancea are made for covering 
the distance in a shorter time. 
The condition of the horses when 
they arrive at their baiting 
places, and also at the end of 
their journey each day is care- 
iully considered by the judges.

Commission’s Aim in 
Hongkong. . 
‘The Far ‘Eas: Commission 
sppointed'by the Sociesy for 
Combating. the Prevalence of 
Venereal Disease arrived in 
Hongkong on Wednesday, aod 


[took up its Headquarters at cho 


Hongkosg Hotel, Tha Com. 
mission comprises two members, 
Dr. Rupert Hallam and 4f{rs. 
Neville Rolfe, and their mission 
ia this Colony wll cansist of 
advocating measures by which 
the disease can bz combated and 
prerented. “oe 

As @ firs: stap, Dr: Hallam 
informed a representative of the 
Hongkong Trlegroph in an inter- 
view yesterday, the Commission 
will get inta touch with the 
Governmentandthegeneralbodies 
appointed by the Government for 
the mainterance of public beslth 
and theeducational end clerical 
organization and with their 
co-oparation, to institute 
measures by the appoint- 
ment of a local body to enquire 
into the prevalence of the disease 
here and to take necessary steps. 
The abolition of houses of 
ill-repute, will be. advocated, 
as far as circumstances 
permit, and the provision of 
medical treatment for sufferers. 
It will be the fundamental aim of 
the Commission to provide trea 
medical treatment for all. regard. 
less of the financial circumstances 
under which tha patients may be 
placed. 

With the aid of a number of 
lectares, and the co-operation of 
local . sympathisers. in the 
work, the Commission is confident 
that its viait will not have been 
ineffectual. . 

Dr. Hallam was much interest- 
to learn that tbe Japanesa Con- 
sul-General (Mr. G. Ohmori), for 
reasons conrected with national 
prestige, was inclined to favour 
the abolition of the Japanese 
brothels in Hongkong and the 
sending back of their inmates 
to Japan.
